4.  To  raise  amount  necessary  to  secure  state 
aid  for  highways. 

5.  To  raise  amount  necessary  to  pay  state  and 
county  taxes. 

6.  To  raise  such  sums  as  may  be  necessary  for 
the  support  of  the  public  library. 

7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  money  for  con- 
trol of  White  Pine  blister  rust  and,  if  so,  how 
much. 

8.  To  transact  such  other  business  as  may  law- 
fully come  before  said  meeting.
